troubles occasioned by unjust elections: 
the ambition of those families who had’ 
swayed the sceptre, and could not behold 
it without regret in the possession of enoth- 
er ; the extravagant power of the clergy ; 
and superstition, which had reluxed the 
courage of the people, were equally the 
causes of that revolution, as the crime of 
Roderigo, and the venge nce taken by 
a father, who was no less untortunate than 
criminal. In suck fortunate circumstane 
ces, a single century was sufficient for the 
successors of Mahomet to form the great- 
est empire that has subs:sted on ouy globe. 
They saw the Ganges and Tagus under 
their dominion, and, quictly seated in 
their palace at Dumascus, gave orders to 
attack India and conquer France.” 
Vertort, the able and learned but su- 
perstitious author of ** The His:ory of the 
Revolutions in Spain,” to whom, without 
copying his language, imitating his style, 
or confining ourselves exclusively to his 
pages, we confess ourselves indclted for 
the principal part of the facts contained 
in these pumbers, remarks, that no king- 
dom upon which the Sun ever shone was 
subjected to so many revolutions as that 
Which was established in Spain by the Sar 
acen Caliths. The delightful climate and 
extreme fertility of that country, the dis- 
tances of its sovernors from the supreme 
power to which they were responsible, 
their boundless ambition and avarice, and 
odious avd unreienting dusputism in their 
own provinces, and .ndeed all the irregu- 
lar and unrestrained passions of human 


-} mature, concurred in producing the most 


surprising changes in political prospects 
and events. 

Mahomet was succeeded by the Culiphs, 
each of whom was rex ef fontifex maximus, 
a king and a supreme pontuf®. Theterm 
CALIPé# Originally signified LIzEUTENANT, 
and their first seat of government wis Jee 
ca, from whence, through the medium of 
their viceroys, they tssucd decrees for the 
government of a great portion of the Uni 
verse. We havesecnthatthe Amir Mou- 
sa, viceroy of Africa, under Walid the 
First, was the fortunate invader and cone 
gueror of Spain Upon his return to Af- 
ricay he left behind him, as governor of 
the conquered country, his son, -/6delaziz, 
who married Egilona the widow of the late 
king Roderic, and became very popular in 
the administration. In 716. Suliman sute 
ceeded Walid, and confirmed Abdelaziz 
in his government The fatter, himsclf 
immoderately ambitious, and arged to the 
act by his still more ambitious wife, jro- 
claimed himself king ; im consequence of 
which the Moors, suspecting that he in- 
tended to renounce his religion as weil as 
his allegiance to the Caliph, assassinated 
him in the great mosque at Seville, and 
gave the government to 4yub, who was 
superseded by the Caliph’s nomination of 
Alahor, as his viceroy in Spain. Suliman 
soon died, and was succeeded by Omar Ben 
Abdelaziz, who recalled Alahor, and nom- 
inated Zama, a soldicr of considerable tal- 
ent, who carried his arms into France, and 
was successful for a time, but was at 
length slain in battle by Audon, governor 
of Toulouse. Under the administration 
of his successor, Hamza, an fberian Jew, 
one Serenus, proclaiming himself tre 
Mersstan, induced multitudes to place 
themselves under his banner, and march 
with him upon an expedition to Zhe Lard 
of Promise, in consequence of which their 
estates were scized by the viceroy as for- 
feited to the treasury of the Caiiph.— 
Hamza then invaded France, and destroy- 
ed vast numbers’ of Christians, whose 
deaths were revenged by the gallant Eucon, 
in a battle in which an incalculable multi- 
tude of Infidels were slain Under the 
oppressive administration of 46d-rfeman, 
in €30, Munuza, governor of Celtiberia 
and Catalonia, revolted, end marred the 
daughter of Eudon, but not having time 
to mature his arrangements, so a3 to be 
able to oppose the viceroy, he retired te 
the immust recesses of the Pyrenees, 
and finally committed suicide by throvw- 
ing himself from the vop of a rock — 
His beautiful wile Became a prisoner to 
the viceroy, Who scent her to the caliph.

and Moors. A furious tempest of rebel 
lion now arising in Africa, Aucapa was 
ordered to that quarter, where he soon re* 
stored tranquility, and returned to Spain 
covered with laurels Dying soon ofter, 
he was induced, in his last moments, to 
release Abdelmelic from prison, and re- 
atore him to the government. 

The resumption of the reins of power 
hy Abdclmeli¢ was the signal for a bloo- 
dy war. The 4/rican Moors, who had 
heen settled in Spain from its first con- 
quest, arose in arms against the Astaticks 
or Arabs, and conquered all Arragon ¢x- 
cept the city of Saragossa. Abdelmelic, 
having obtained success from elg?, vice- 

roy of Africa, attacked and triumphed 
over the revolters. By this reinforcement 
from Africa. Atdelmelic was at length 4s 
sassinated, and bis son Humeya undertook 
to revenge /isdeath. After varicus wrns 
of fortune, in the course of which an im- 
mense number of Christiens, who had e*- 
poused the different sides i this gre! 
quarrel of ambition, lest theirlives. Peet 
was defeated and mortally wounded, but 
his lieutenant and secessor, Zheasa, th . 
umphed in turns ver Humeya. Whe vice- 
roy of Africa sent over an able and pruden! 
commander, Aboul Cotar, to appease these 
troubles, but he was utterly unible ta ac+ 
complish it forsome yeurs; however, he 
at length succeeded, under the reign ol 
Jezid, successor of Walid the Second. 
Jezid was soon succeeded by bis brother 
Tbrahim, whose claim to the dignity, of 
Caliph was contested by A/farwan, gover- 
nor of Egypt, according to -some histori- 
ans, or, as others say, of Mesopotamia.

and the Syrians under Ibrahim, were now 


arrayed against each other, and the distur- 


bances in Spain kept pace with those tn 
Africa and Asia..

From our Correspondent at New-Orleans. 


Since my last we lave littie news here 

French emizrants, mullattocs, and negroes 
continue to pour in upon us. A few days 
hago the numbers that had arrived were 
about 5 500, of which about 1700 were 
negro slaves who had been permitted to 
land and are delivered to their owners by 
the governor’s order. One half of the 
remainder, at least, are mullattoes, and 
the rest chiefly frivateersmen who have 
been preying on our commerce for years.— 
There are 1500 more in the river, and if 
the governor ts to be believed, the number 
expected in ail will be about eighteen thou- 
sand. Monsieur Desforgues, the French 
consul, when some difficulty was at first 
made respecting the landing of the slaves, 
offered to give the Emperor Napoleon as 
security tothe United States for the whole 
of them. Although most of the planters 
of this country have po objection to the 
importation of slaves and think this busi- 
ness of emigration will afford a favorable 
opportunity of importing negroes from 
Africa by way of Cuba, yet they are mugh 
afraid of the mullattoes among whom are 
many of the worst assassins of St. Domin- 
go, who have been recogn’zed in our streets 
by those whose friends and farents were 
murdered by them, and were themselves 
fortunate enough to‘escape from their 
hands. Such, however, is the partiality 
of the administration of this country to for- 
eigners and jacobins, that almost any per- 
sons of that description are immediately 
provided for, and places of trust, honor 
and profit given them on arrival without 
its being necessary for them even to state 
an intention of becoming citizens. Asa 
proof of this, I shall give you a few names 
of characters invested with the-first offices, 
and assure you the subordinate ones have 
likewise their full share of them.

“A FRIEND TO TRUTH.” 

The reader will be puzzled to conjec- 
ture how the editor of the Register could 
have occupied four columns in replying to 
this plain and unequivocal note. The 
simple question was—SolomonSouthwick. 
did you publish a falsehood when you 
charged the British cabinet with hiring in- 
¢endiaries to burn our manufactoiies, or 
have you proof to bear you out ?—The 
auswer might have been equally simple. 
There was, in fact, as the * friend to truth’ 
observed, “ no middle course to be pur- 
sued.” It was a duty incumbent on the 
editor of the Register to prove what he 
had in unqualified terms asserted ; or to 
admit that it was false. A man of con- 
scious integrity—one who aimed only at 
truth and justice, would not have shrunk 
from these terms. The editor who tells 
truth, and truth only, does not skulk a- 
way, and shield himself by despicable 
shuffling and paltry subterfuge. Truth 
has nothing to fear. It requires neither 
the aid of falsehood, artifice, nor deceit, to 
prop itup. Itcan stand alone, undis- 
Mayed by opposition or scrutiny. But 
the editor of the Register, conscious of 
having told this, with several other false- 
hoods, as an apology for his mean trick of 
suppressing an important official docu- 
Ment; and not having honesty enough, 
as we before observed, to confess his fault. 
he seized upon the word “aumanirr” 
in the third paragraph of the note, and on 
that slight foundation, erected his whole 
feeble and disjointed superstructure of de- 
fetice. 

The editor of the Register begins his 
. remarks” by saying that “ it roust be to 
all real patriots a source of regret, that a 
Single apologist fur the British cabinet 
Should poliute the sacred soil of America.” 
ee then he adds, that “in this professed 

friend to truth’ the Cabinet of Ungiand, 
sinking a8 it is beneath the weight of its 
crimes, finds an apologist—an advocate !” 
m=Here, to be sure, is a fine flourish of 
Words; And we might be almost induced 





to admire their hatuionious jingle, were 
they not employed to communicate fulse- 
hood and slander, We look in vein for 
proof, upon the face of this note, that the 
writer is an apologist or advocate for the 
British cabinet. And if the proof does 
hot appear in the note itself, where ave we 
to look for it? Does the editur of the Re- 
gister know the writer of the note? and 
it so, does he know him to be a British ad- 
vocate? Jn this case, he is bound to ex- 
pose him. But as there is something a 
little mysterious as to the origin of this 
note, We leave it to stand on its own mer- 
its. We, however, have taken the same 
ground on this question, that is assumed by 
“a friend totruth.” The charge, therefore, 
of apologiz ng for, and advocating, the Brit- 
ish cabinet, will apply with as wuch force 
tous asio him. ‘To undertake, formally, 
to repel the charge, when there is nota 
shadow of proof to support it, is useless. 
The editor of the Register, not having 
the advantage of truth or reason on his 
side, found it more convenient and more 
consonant to his feelings, to back one 
falsehood with half a dozen others, than 
to make atonement by telling one truth. 
He chose rather to bring a base accusa- 
tion against his opponent, thar to confess 
that he had behaved like a rascal himself. 
We are neither the advocates nor apolo- 
gists of Great Britain. This unequivocal 
declaraticn is entitled to its full credit, un- 
ul something is proven, to weaken it. 
We are tne advocates of truth; and as 
such, we have been less anxious to prove 
Great Britain immocent, than to convince 
the people that the editor ef the Albany 
Register is an unprincipled liar and ca- 
lumniator. Be the crimes of the British 
cabinet what they may—they furnish no 
excuse for the falsehoods of a printer, who 
* pollutes the sacred soil of America.”— 
‘Thus we dismiss this base and groundless 
accusation. 

We are next presented with a long ex- 
tract from Smoilett’s history of the reign 
of William and Mary, comprising an ac- 
count of the massacre of Clencoe ;* for 
What purpose, no mortal man can teil, 
unless ap instance of inhumanity in King 
Wilhami, is to prove that the present Brit. 
ish cabinet has hired incendiaries to burn 
our manufactorics. As we cannot per- 
ceive the applicability of this kind of proof, 
we pass it for the present; not because 
we have any objection to Solomon’s quo- 
ting “(old stories” or new stories to 
prove the inhumanity of the British cabi- 
net; but because that is a subject not 
now under ciscussion.—-lor the same 
reason, We pass over much other mat- 
ter of the same kind, with this sin- 
gle observation: that, if the editor of 
the Register proves the British cabinet 
guilty of every crime, with or “ without a 
name,"’ excepting that of hiring incendia- 
ries to burn our manufactories—and fails 
to prove that fact—the charge will remain 
ws false and slanderous, as if the British 
cabinet had never committed any crime 
whatever. We will elucidate our position 
by a plain case :-—A. goes inte court, and 
testifies that B. has been guilty of arson. 
B. repels the charge. proves his innocence. 
and accuses A. of perjury. A. replies 
that he has not testified falsely ; because, 
although GB. might not have durnta house, 
yet his great-grandfather killed a man. 

At length, the editor very wisely pro- 
poses to “ look at facts, more intimately 
connected with the sulbject.”” But this 
wise proposal, is soon foclishly abandoned ;

“ whim-whams” and opinions, on almost 
every other subjecte We might as well 
analyze fog, as sift his arguments. He 
takes a vast deal of pains to shew, that it 
is possible, he may have guessed the truth ; 
and, wonderful as it may seem, he gravely 
tells us, that “ in his mind there is no dif- 
ficulty in believing that incendarics have 
been hired by the British cabinet to burn 
our manufactories ” Headd. a few fresh 
lies to the old stock—and finally confesses 
that he has not a particle of proof to sup- 
port his charge : fadeed, he says it ts 
ridiculous to call for proof. —We find i: is 
at least werless, if not mdiculeus.

Victor's retreat was eptirely cut 
off, and from the dispositions that were 
made there was every rational hope that 
his army would be destroyed. Sir A, 
Wellesley had been joined by the 40th 
regiment. 

By the Malta mail, we have received 
accounts from Smyrna, of the 20th of Siay, 
and from Constantinople to the 2!st of A- 
pril. The Grand Seignior is reported to 
be determined to carry on the war with 
vigor against the Russians, and was ma- 
king great preparations for that purpose.
